EXECUTIVE  ORDER 

Establishing  the  Cabeza  Prieta  Game 

Range 

ARIZONA 

By  virtue  of  and  pursuant  to  the  au¬ 
thority  vested  in  me  as  President  of  the 
United  States,  and  by  the  act  of  June 
25,  1910,  ch.  421,  36  Stat.  847,  as 
amended  by  the  act  of  August  24,  1912, 
ch.  369,  37  Stat.  497,  it  is  ordered  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Subject  to  the  conditions 
expressed  in  the  above-mentioned  acts 
and  to  all  valid  rights,  the  following- 
described  lands,  in  so  far  as  title  thereto 
is  in  the  United  States,  are  hereby  with¬ 
drawn  from  settlement,  location,  sale,  or- 
entry,  and  reserved  and  set  apart  for 
the  conservation  and  development  of 
natural  wildlife  resources,  and  for  the 
protection  and  improvement  of  public 
grazing  lands  and  natural  forage  re¬ 
sources:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  restrict  prospecting,  lo¬ 
cating,  developing,  mining,  entering, 
leasing,  or  patenting  the  mineral  re¬ 
sources  of  the  lands  under  the  applicable 
laws:  Provided  further,  That  any  lands 
within  the  described  area  that  are  other¬ 
wise  withdrawn  or  reserved  will  be  af¬ 
fected  hereby  only  in  so  far  as  may  be 
consistent  with  the  uses  and  purposes 
for  which  such  prior  withdrawal  or  res¬ 
ervation  was  made:  And  provided  fur¬ 
ther,  That  upon  termination  of  any 
private  right  to,  or  appropriation  of,  any 
public  lands  within  the  exterior  limits 
of  the  area  included  in  this  order,  or 
upon  the  revocation  of  prior  withdrawals 
unless  expressly  otherwise  provided  in 
the  order  of  revocation,  the  lands  in¬ 
volved  shall  become  a  part  of  the 
Preserve : 

Gila  and  Salt  River  Meridian 

Beginning  at  the  comer  common  to 
unsurveyed  Tps.  11  and  12  S.,  Rs.  16 
and  17  w. 

Thence  easterly  with  the  north 
boundary  of  unsurveyed  T.  12  S.,  Rs.  16 


to  9  W.,  inclusive,  approximately  48 
miles,  to  the  comer  common  to  unsur¬ 
veyed  Tps.  11  and  12  S.,  Rs.  8  and  9  W.; 

Thence  northerly  with  the  west 
boundary  of  unsurveyed  T.  11  S.,  R.  8 
W.,  approximately  6  miles,  to  the  cor¬ 
ner  common  to  unsurveyed  Tps.  10  and 
11  S.,  Rs.  8  and  9  W.; 

Thence  easterly  with  the  north 
boundary  of  unsurveyed  T.  11  S.,  Rs.  8 
and  7  W.,  approximately  12  miles,  to  the 
northwest  corner  of  T.  11  S.,  R.  6  W.; 

Thence  southerly  with  the  west 
boundary  of  Tps.  11,  12,  13,  and  14  S., 
R.  6  W.,  approximately  21  miles,  to  the 
comer  of  Secs.  18  and  19,  T.  14  S.,  R. 

6  W.,  and  Secs.  13  and  24,  unsurveyed 
T.  14  S.,  R.  7  W.,  in  the  north  boundary 
of  the  Organ  Pipe  Cactus  National 
Monument ; 

Thence  following  the  north  boundary 
of  said  Organ  Pipe  Cactus  National 
Monument,  westerly  with  the  third  lati¬ 
tudinal  section  line  through  unsurveyed 
T.  14  S.,  Rs.  7  and  8  W.,  to  the  corner 
of  Secs.  15,  16,  21,  and  22,  unsurveyed 
T.  14  S.,  R.  8  W.,  which  point  is  also  the 
northwest  comer  of  the  Organ  Pipe 
Cactus  National  Monument; 

Thence  following  the  west  boundary 
of  said  Organ  Pipe  Cactus  National 
Monument,  southerly  with  the  third 
meridianal  section  line  through  unsur¬ 
veyed  Tps.  14,  15,  16,  and  17  S.,  R.  8  W.. 
approximately  17  miles  to  its  intersec¬ 
tion  with  the  International  Boundary 
between  the  United  States  and  Mexico; 

Thence  northwesterly  with  said  Inter¬ 
national  Boundary,  approximately  56 
miles,  to  the  west  boundary  of  unsur¬ 
veyed  T.  14  S.,  R.  16  W.; 

Thence  northerly  with  the  west 
boundary  of  unsurveyed  Tps.  14,  13,  and 
12  S.,  R.  16  W.,  approximately  13  miles, 
to  the  place  of  beginning;  excepting 
therefrom  those  parts  of  a  strip  of  land 
60  feet  wide,  lying  along  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Boundary,  reserved  under  the 
proclamation  of  May  27,  1907  (35  Stat. 
2136). 

Section  2.  This  range  or  preserve,  so 
far  as  it  relates  to  conservation  and  de¬ 
velopment  of  wildlife,  shall  be  under  the 
joint  jurisdiction  of  the  Secretaries  of 
the  Interior  and  Agriculture,  and  they 
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shall  have  power  jointly  to  make  such 
rules  and  regulations  for  its  protection, 
administration,  regulation,  and  improve¬ 
ment,  and  for  the  removal  and  disposi¬ 
tion  of  surplus  game  animals  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  to  accomplish  its 
purposes  and  not  inconsistent  with  State 
law,  and  the  range  or  preserve  being 
within  a  grazing  district  duly  established 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  of 
June  28,  1934  (48  Stat.  1269),  as 

amended  by  the  act  of  June  26,  1936 
(49  Stat.  1976),  shall  be  under  the  ex¬ 
clusive  jurisdiction  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the 
public  grazing  lands  and  natural  forage 
resources  thereof;  Provided,  however. 
That  all  the  forage  resources  in  excess 
of  that  required  to  maintain  a  balanced 
wildlife  population  within  this  range  or 
preserve  shall  be  available  for  domestic 
livestock  under  rules  and  regulations 
promulgated  by  the  Secretary  of  the  In¬ 
terior  under  the  authority  of  the  afore¬ 
said  act  of  June  28,  1934,  as  amended: 
And  provided  further.  That  land  within 
the  exterior  limits  of  the  area  herein  de¬ 
scribed,  hereafter  acquired  by  the  United 
States  for  the  use  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  for  conservation  of  mi¬ 
gratory  birds  in  accordance  with  the  Mi¬ 
gratory  Bird  Conservation  Act  of  Feb¬ 
ruary  18,  1929,  45  Stat.  1222,  as 

amended  by  the  Act  of  June  15,  1935, 
49  Stat.  381,  shall  be,  and  remain  under 
the  exclusive  administration  of  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  Agriculture  and  may  be  utilized 
for  public  grazing  purposes  only  to  such 
extent  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
said  Secretary  to  be  compatible  with  the 
utilization  of  said  lands  for  the  purposes 
for  which  they  were  acquired  as  afore¬ 
said  under  regulations  prescribed  by 
him. 


Section  3.  This  preserve  shall  be 
known  as  the  Cabeza  Prieta  Game 
Range.

Establishing  the  Kofa  Game  Range 

ARIZONA 

By  virtue  of  and  pursuant  to  the  au¬ 
thority  vested  in  me  as  President  of  the 
United  States,  and  by  the  act  of  June 
25,  1910,  ch.  421,  36  Stat.  847,  as  amend¬ 
ed  by  the  act  of  August  24,  1912,  ch. 
369,  37  Stat.  497,  it  is  ordered  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Subject  to  the  conditions 
expressed  in  the  above-mentioned  acts 
and  to  all  valid  rights,  the  following-de¬ 
scribed  lands,  in  so  far  as  title  thereto 
is  in  the  United  States,  are  hereby  with¬ 
drawn  from  settlement,  location,  sale,  or 
entry,  and  reserved  and  set  apart  for 
the  conservation  and  development  of 
natural  wildlife  resources,  and  for  the 
protection  and  improvement  of  public 
grazing  lands  and  natural  forage  re¬ 
sources:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein

Section  2.  This  range  or  preserve,  so 
far  as  it  relates  to  conservation  and  de¬ 
velopment  of  wildlife,  shall  be  under  the 
joint  jurisdiction  of  the  Secretaries  of  the 
Interior  and  Agriculture,  and  they  shall 
have  power  jointly  to  make  such  rules 
and  regulations  for  its  protection,  admin¬ 
istration,  regulation,  and  improvement, 
and  for  the  removal  and  disposition  of 
surplus  game  animals,  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  to  accomplish  its  purposes  and 
not  inconsistent  with  State  law,  and  the 
range  or  preserve,  being  within  a  grazing 
district  duly  established  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  June  28,  1934,  ch. 
865,  48  Stat.  1269,  as  amended  by  the 
act  of  June  26,  1936,  49  Stat.  1976,  shall 
be  under  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  so  far  as  it 
relates  to  the  public  grazing  lands  and 
natural  forage  resources  thereof:  Pro¬ 
vided,  however,  That  all  the  forage  re¬ 
sources  in  excess  of  that  required  to 
maintain  a  balanced  wildlife  population 
within  this  range  or  preserve  shall  be 
available  for  domestic  livestock  under 
rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  under  the  au¬ 
thority  of  the  aforesaid  act  of  June  28, 

1934,  as  amended;  And  provided  further, 
That  land  within  the  exterior  limits  of 
the  area  herein  described,  hereafter  ac¬ 
quired  by  the  United  States  for  the  use 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  con¬ 
servation  of  migratory  birds  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  Migratory  Bird  Conserva¬ 
tion  Act  of  February  18,  1929,  45  Stat. 
1222,  as  amended  by  the  Act  of  June  15, 

1935,  49  Stat.  381,  shall  be,  and  remain 
under  the  exclusive  administration  of  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  may  be  uti¬ 
lized  for  public  grazing  purposes  only  to 
such  extent  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
said  Secretary  to  be  compatible  with  the 
utilization  of  said  lands  for  the  purposes 
for  which  they  were  acquired  as  aforesaid 
under  regulations  prescribed  by  him. 

Section  3.  This  preserve  shall  be 
known  as  the  Kofa  Game  Range.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER 

Regulations  Governing  the  Payment  of 
Additional  Compensation  to  Enlisted 
Men  of  the  Navy  Specially  Qualified 
in  the  Use  of  Arms 

By  virtue  of  and  pursuant  to  the  au¬ 
thority  vested  in  me  by  section  18  of  the 
act  entitled  “An  Act  To  readjust  the 
pay  and  allowances  of  the  commissioned 
and  enlisted  personnel  of  the  Army, 
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Navy,  Marine  Corps,  Coast  Guard,  Coast 
and  Geodetic  Survey,  and  Public  Health 
Service”,  approved  June  10,  1922  (42 
Stat.  632),  it  is  hereby  ordered  that  en¬ 
listed  men  of  the  Navy  who  have  estab¬ 
lished  their  special  qualifications  in  the 
use  of  the  arm  or  arms  which  they  may 
be  required  to  use,  according  to  stand¬ 
ards  of  efficiency  that  may  be  prescribed 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy,  and  who  are  so  stationed  by 
their  commanding  officers  that  they  may 
be  required  to  use  such  arm  or  arms,  in¬ 
cluding  periods  while  transferred  for 
temporary  duty  away  from  the  ship  to 
which  permanently  attached  (provided 
the  commanding  officer  of  the  ship  to 
which  they  are  permanently  attached 
has  retained  them  in  the  battle  stations 
where  they  normally  use  such  arm  or 
arms),  shall  receive  additional  compen¬ 
sation,  for  such  periods  of  time  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  as  follows: 

First  Class _ $5.00  per  month 

Second  Class _  4.00  per  month 

Third  Class _  3.00  per  month 

Fourth  Class _  2.00  per  month 

Fifth  Class _  1 .00  per  month 

Executive  Order  No.  3696  of  June  22, 
1922,  prescribing  regulations  governing 
the  payment  of  additional  compensation 
to  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  specially 
qualified  in  the  use  of  arms,  is  hereby 
superseded.

Pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of 
said  Act,  the  National  Bituminous  Coal 
Commission  hereby  proposes  the  follow¬ 
ing  rules  and  regulations  for  registration 
of  “distributors”  as  defined  in  Section  4, 
Part  II  (h)  of  said  Act: 

I.  Meaning  of  terms — as  used  in  these 
regulations: 

1.  The  term  “person”  as  used  herein, 
includes  individuals,  firms,  associations, 
Partnerships,  corporations,  trusts,  trus¬ 
tees,  cooperatives,  receivers  and  trustees 
in  bankruptcy  and  in  other  legal  pro¬ 
ceedings,  and  any  other  recognized  forms 
of  business  organizations. 

2.  “Distributor”  means  a  person  who 
Purchases  coal  for  resale  and  resells  it 
in  not  less  than  cargo  or  railroad  car¬ 
load  lots. 

3.  “Registered  Distributor”  means  a 
distributor  who  has  been  duly  registered 


by  the  Coal  Commission  pursuant  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the 
Coal  Commission  for  the  administration 
of  Section  4,  II  (h)  of  the  Act. 

4.  A  “Farmers’  Cooperative  Organiza¬ 
tion”  is  a  bona  fide  and  legitimate  farm¬ 
ers’  cooperative  organization  duly  or¬ 
ganized  under  the  laws  of  any  State, 
Territory,  the  District  of  Columbia,  or 
the  United  Statds,  and  which  purchases 
coal  for  resale  and  resells  it  in  not  less 
than  cargo  or  railroad  carload  lots, 
whether  or  not  such  organization  grants 
rebates,  discounts,  patronage  dividends, 
or  other  similar  benefits  to  its  members. 

5.  “Distributor’s  Discount”  means  the 
discount  or  price  allowance  from  mini¬ 
mum  prices  that  may  be  made  by  a  code 
member  to  a  registered  distributor  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  rules  and  regulations  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  Coal  Commission  for  the 
administration  of  Section  4,  II  (h)  of  the 
Act. 

6.  “Registration”  means  registration 
with  the  Coal  Commission  pursuant  to 
these  rules  and  regulations. 

7.  “Carload  lot”  means  a  quantity  of 
coal  equivalent  in  tonnage  to  not  less 
than  the  minimum  carload  weight  speci¬ 
fied  for  the  loading  of  bituminous  coal, 
at  carload  rates,  as  provided  in  the  offi¬ 
cial  effective  tariffs  of  rail  carriers  at 
the  point  of  origin  or  at  the  rail  shipping 
point  nearest  the  mine  where  the  coal 
is  produced,  except  that  on  coal  re- 
shipped  overland  from  docks,  or  from 
unloading  facilities  at  water  transship¬ 
ment  points,  or  from  inland  storage 
points,  the  minimum  weight  per  carload 
lot  shall  be  not  less  than  the  minimum 
carload  as  prescribed  in  effective  tariffs 
of  railroads  applicable  from  such  re¬ 
shipping  points:  Provided,  however, 
That  when  coal  is  delivered  in  such  lots 
in  vehicles  of  insufficient  capacity  to 
transport  an  entire  carload-lot  quantity 
in  one  transaction,  the  distributor’s 
vendee  must  stand  ready  to  accept  de¬ 
livery  of  an  entire  carload-lot  quantity, 
as  if  the  delivery  were  to  be  made  in  a 
single  vehicle,  but  in  no  event  shall  de¬ 
livery  be  continued  over  a  period  longer 
than  is  reasonably  necessary  to  accom¬ 
plish  such  delivery  in  a  continuous  flow. 

8.  “Limited  Registered  Distributor” 
means  a  distributor  whose  application 
for  registration  as  a  registered  distributor 
has  not  been  granted  by  the  Coal  Com¬ 
mission  but  who  has  been  granted  a  lim¬ 
ited  registration  in  a  particular  purchase 
and  resale  of  coal. 

9.  “Cargo  lot”  means  a  quantity  of  coal 
not  less  than  a  “carload  lot”  as  defined 
herein,  which  is  loaded  for  transporta¬ 
tion  by  vessel,  boat  or  barge. 

10.  A  “dock”  is  physical  property  lo¬ 
cated  on  or  adjacent  to  navigable  water 
and  which  property  is  used  in  the  dis¬ 
tribution  of  coal  in  commerce  or  for  de¬ 
livery  to  commerce  carriers,  and  at  which 
coal  is  stored,  handled  or  transferred 
from  or  to  transportation  conveyances. 

11.  “Resale,”  as  herein  applied  to  a 
distributor,  means  an  agreement  whereby 
the  distributor  transfers  the  ownership 


in  coal  to  a  single  vendee  for  a  considera¬ 
tion  in  terms  of  price. 

12.  “Retailing”  as  used  herein  means 
the  selling  of  coal  in  less  than  cargo  or 
railroad  carload  lots. 

Registered  Distributor 
I.  Registration  of  Distribution:

VI.  Successors  of  Registered  Distrib¬ 
utors: 


Upon  the  death  of  a  registered  dis- 
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legal  representative  shall,  within  thirty 
days  from  the  date  of  said  death  or  dis¬ 
posal,  apply  to  the  Coal  Commission  for 
registration;  otherwise  the  registration 
of  such  distributor  shall  expire. 

Upon  filing  such  application  within  the 
time  above  prescribed,  the  existing  reg¬ 
istration  shall  automatically  continue 
until  the  application  either  be  granted 
or  denied  by  the  Coal  Commission. 

Registration  of  Farmers'  Cooperative 
Organization  Distributors 

I.  Any  farmers’  cooperative  organiza¬ 
tion  desiring  registration  under  the  Coal 
Commission  as  a  farmers’  cooperative 
organization  distributor  shall  apply  to 
the  Coal  Commission  for  registration  and 
upon  approval  of  its  application  shall  be 
registered  and  designated  by  the  Coal 
Commission  as  a  “Registered  Farmers’ 
Cooperative  Organization  Distributor.” 

n.  The  application  to  be  filed  for  reg 
istration  as  a  farmers’  cooperative  organ¬ 
ization  distributor  shall  be  duly  verified 
and  shall  among  other  things  set  forth: 

A.  The  name  of  the- applicant,  the  ad 
dress  of  applicant’s  principal  place  of 
business  (together  with  the  address  of 
each  branch  office,  yard,  dock,  or  other 
storage  facility),  date  of  organization, 
and  the  names  and  post  office  addresses 
of  the  officers  and  directors,  or  if  unin¬ 
corporated  the  names  and  addresses  of 
the  person  or  persons  in  the  management 
and  control  of  such  organization. 

B.  The  form  of  organization  (incor¬ 
porated  or  unincorporated)  of  applicant’s 
business  with  a  reference  to  the  law  or 
laws  under  which  such  organization  was 
formed  and  in  accordance  with  which  it 
carries  on  its  business. 

C.  A  statement  setting  forth  the  terri¬ 
tory  in  which  the  applicant  operates  or 
proposes  to  operate. 

D.  A  statement  showing  the  amount  of 
business  handled  by  the  applicant  for  its 
members  and  the  amount  of  business,  if 
any,  handled  for  nonmembers  in  the 
years  1937  and  1938;  also,  the  amount  of 
bituminous  coal  purchased  for  resale  and 
resold  by  applicant  to  its  members  and 
the  amount,  if  any,  sold  to  nonmembers, 
in  not  less  than  cargo  or  railroad  carload 
lots  in  the  calendar  years  1937  and  1938 ; 
also,  the  amount  of  bituminous  coal  pur¬ 
chased  and  used  or  resold  by  applicant 
to  its  members  in  less  than  cargo  or  rail¬ 
road  carload  lots,  and  the  amount  of  bi¬ 
tuminous  coal,  if  any,  purchased  and  re¬ 
sold  by  applicant  to  nonmembers  in  less 
than  cargo  or  railroad  carload  lots. 

E.  A  certified  copy  of  the  articles  of 
association  or  of  incorporation  of  the  ap¬ 
plicant,  including  any  amendments 
which  may  have  been  made  thereto  prior 
to  date  of  application  for  registration. 

P-  A  certified  copy  of  the  current  by¬ 
laws  of  the  applicant,  if  any. 

G-  A  statement  defining  the  purposes 
ior  which  applicant’s  organization  is 
formed  and  a  statement  that  the  appli¬ 
cant  is  conducting  its  business  in  con¬ 
formity  with  the  legal  requirements  of 
the  laws  under  which  it  is  formed. 


H.  A  financial  statement  of  the  appli¬ 
cant  showing  its  financial  condition  as 
of  January  1,  1939. 

III.  Terms  of  “Agreement  by  Regis¬ 
tered  Farmers’  Cooperative  Organization 
Distributor.” 

Each  application  must  be  accompanied 
by  “Agreement  by  Registered  Farmers’ 
Cooperative  Organization  Distributor,” 
hereinafter  set  forth,  properly  signed  and 
acknowledged: 


1.  If  applicant  is  incorporated,  by  a 
principal  officer  of  the  corporation  duly 
authorized  to  act. 

2.  If  applicant  is  unincorporated,  by  a 
duly  authorized  agent. 

Agreement  by  Registered  Farmers’ 
Cooperative  Organization  Distributor” 
The  undersigned  farmers’  cooperative 
organization  distributor  agrees,  upon  be¬ 
ing  registered  as  a  “Registered  Farmers’ 
Cooperative  Organization  Distributor”  by 
the  Coal  Commission  for  the  purpose 
of  qualifying  to  receive  distributor’s 
discounts  established  by  the  Coal 
Commission: 


(a)  Not  to  accept  or  receive  any  dis¬ 
tributor’s  discount  in  excess  of  that  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  Coal  Commission. 

(b)  Not  to  sell,  deliver,  resell,  or  offer 
for  sale  any  coal  at  a  price  less  than  the 
minimum  or  greater  than  the  maximum 
established  by  the  Coal  Commission  ex¬ 
cept  where  authorized  to  do  so  by  orders 
or  established  marketing  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations  of  the  Coal  Commission. 

(c)  Not  to  violate  the  provisions  of 
Section  4,  n  (i)  of  the  Bituminous  Coal 
Act  of  1937  relating  to  “unfair  methods 
of  competition”  as  hereinafter  set  forth 
under  “Miscellaneous  Provisions  Affect¬ 
ing  all  Distributors  and  ‘Unfair  Methods 
of  Competition’”  of  these  rules:  Pro¬ 
vided,  however,  That  in  the  case  of  a 
bona  fide  and  legitimate  farmers’  coop¬ 
erative  organization  duly  organized 
under  the  laws  of  any  State,  Territory, 
the  District  of  Columbia,  or  the  United 
States,  and  otherwise  qualified  as  a  dis¬ 
tributor  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
4,  II  (h)  of  the  Act,  it  shall  not  be  con¬ 
sidered  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
Section  4,  II  (i)  of  the  Bituminous  Coal 
Act  of  1937,  relating  to  “unfair  methods 
of  competition,”  for  such  farmers’  co¬ 
operative  organization  to  grant  rebates, 
discounts,  patronage  dividends,  or  other 
similar  benefits  to  its  members,  if  the 
granting  of  such  benefits  is  authorized 
by  the  law  under  which  such  organiza¬ 
tion  is  chartered. 

(d)  Not  to  accept  or  retain  a  distribu¬ 
tor’s  discount  on  coal  unless  such  coal 
is  purchased  for  bona  fide  resale  and 
is  actually  resold  in  not  less  than  cargo 
or  railroad  carload  lots  in  conformity 
with  the  rules  and  regulations  and 
orders  of  the  Coal  Commission. 

(e)  To  abide  by  the  marketing  rules 
and  regulations  from  time  to  time  es¬ 
tablished  by  the  Coal  Commission,  and 
all  pertinent  orders  of  the  Coal 
Commission. 


(f)  To  furnish  to  and  file  with  the 
Coal  Commission  a  certified  copy  of  any 
change  or  modification  of  applicant’s 
articles  of  incorporation  or  association, 
and  any  change  or  modification  in  the 
by-laws  governing  applicant’s  business 
in  case  any  such  change  or  modification 
is  made  in  the  future  after  applicant  has 
filed  application  for  registration,  and  to 
furnish  or  cause  to  be  furnished  to  the 
Coal  Commission  at  any  time  upon  its 
direction  a  copy  of  every  resale  contract 
or  order,  a  copy  of  each  invoice  to  dis¬ 
tributor’s  vendee,  together  with  a  copy  of 
each  credit  memorandum,  and  such 
other  information  as  to  sales  of  coal 
made  by  applicant  as  the  Coal  Commis¬ 
sion  may  require. 

IV.  Certificate  of  Registration: 

After  receipt  of  any  such  application, 
the  Coal  Commission,  upon  a  determina¬ 
tion  (whether  from  the  application  or 
after  hearing  held  for  such  purpose)  that 
the  applicant  is  a  bona  fide  and  legiti¬ 
mate  farmers’  cooperative  organization 
distributor,  entitled  to  registration,  and 
agrees  to  observe  the  prices  and  market¬ 
ing  rules  and  regulations  established  by 
the  Coal  Commission,  shall  approve  such 
application  and  shall  register  such  ap¬ 
plicant  as  a  registered  farmers’  coopera¬ 
tive  organization  distributor,  and  shall 
issue  to  the  applicant  a  certificate  of 
registration.  The  Coal  Commission  shall 
promptly  notify  each  District  Board  of 
such  registration  and  shall  furnish  from 
time  to  time  a  list  of  registered  farmers’ 
cooperative  organization  distributors, 
which  list  shall  be  amended  from  time  to 
time  as  the  Coal  Commission  may  direct 
to  show  additions,  withdrawals,  or 
removals. 


V.  Penalties — Revocation  and  Suspen¬ 
sion: 

1.  At  any  time  upon  complaint  or  upon 
its  own  motion,  the  Coal  Commission 
may  investigate  and  determine  whether 
a  registered  farmers’  cooperative  organi¬ 
zation  distributor  has  violated  the  rules 
and  regulations  prescribed  or  orders 
made  by  the  Coal  Commission  governing 
the  resale  of  code  members’  coals  by  such 
registered  farmers’  cooperative  organi¬ 
zation  distributor,  or  the  terms  of  agree¬ 
ment  by  registered  farmers’  cooperative 
organization  distributor. 

The  registration  of  such  registered 
farmers’  cooperative  organization  dis¬ 
tributor  may  be  revoked,  or,  in  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  the  Coal  Commission,  sus¬ 
pended  for  such  period  of  time  as  it  may 
deem  proper,  after  hearing  held  upon 
reasonable  notice  and  upon  proof  that 
such  registered  distributor  has  either 
failed  or  refused  to  comply  with  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  Act,  the  Coal  Com¬ 
mission  orders  or  marketing  rules  and 
regulations,  or  the  terms  of  agreement 
of  registered  farmers’  cooperative  or¬ 
ganization  distributor. 

2.  Where  registration  is  granted  to  a 
farmers’  cooperative  organization  dis¬ 
tributor  upon  its  false  or  misleading 

I  statements  or  failure  to  state  material 
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facts  affecting  its  application  for  regis¬ 
tration,  the  Coal  Commission  may,  after 
hearing  held  Upon  reasonable  notice  to 
such  farmers’  cooperative  organization 
distributor,  revoke  such  registration  and 
any  discounts  paid  during  the  effective 
period  of  such  registration  shall  be  re¬ 
coverable  by  the  code  member  vendor  or 
vendors  of  such  farmers’  cooperative 
organization. 

3.  Upon  the  revocation  or  suspension 
of  any  registration,  the  Coal  Commis¬ 
sion  shall  publish  a  notice  of  the  re¬ 
moval  of  the  name  of  such  farmers’  co¬ 
operative  organization  distributor  from 
the  list  of  registered  farmers’  coopera¬ 
tive  organization  distributors  previously 
published  by  the  Coal  Commission  and 
shall  notify  each  District  Board  of  such 
action. 

VI.  Reinstatement  after  Suspension: 

When  a  registered  farmers’  cooperative 
organization  distributor  has  been  sus¬ 
pended  by  the  Coal  Commission  for  any 
period  of  time,  it  shall  submit  at  least  five 
days  prior  to  the  expiration  of  such  sus¬ 
pension  period  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Coal  Commission  an  affidavit  to  the  effect 
that  during  the  period  of  its  suspension 
said  farmers’  cooperative  organization 
distributor  has  neither  directly  nor  in¬ 
directly  transacted  business  as  a  regis¬ 
tered  farmers’  cooperative  organization 
distributor,  nor  received  nor  been  prom¬ 
ised  any  discount  which  registered 
farmers’  cooperative  organization  dis¬ 
tributors  are  entitled  to  receive  by  vir¬ 
tue  of  registration. 

Limited.  Registration 

I.  Limited  Registration  Certificates: 

A  distributor,  whose  application  to  the 
Coal  Commission  for  registration  as  a 
registered  distributor  has  not  been  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Coal  Commission  upon 

Form  No. _ _  provided  by  the  Coal 

Commission,  may  from  time  to  time  make 
application  to  the  Coal  Commission  for 
a  limited  registration  certificate  to  cover 
specific  purchases  of  coal  by  the  appli¬ 
cant  and  the  resale  thereof  in  not  less 
than  cargo  or  railroad  carload  lots.  Such 
application  shall  be  executed  in  triplicate 
and  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Coal  Com¬ 
mission  at  Washington,  D.  C.  for  its  ap¬ 
proval  and  shall,  among  other  things, 
set  forth: 

(a)  The  name  of  the  applicant  and 
the  name  under  which  the  business  is 
conducted. 

(b)  The  address  of  his  principal  place 
of  business  and  the  nature  of  his 
business. 

(c)  The  date  on  which  applicant  filed 
with  the  Coal  Commission  his  applica¬ 
tion  for  registration  as  a  registered 
distributor. 

(d>  The  name  and  address  of  the  code 
member  from  whom  the  coal  is  to  be 
purchased. 

(e)  The  name  or  number  of  the  mine 
from  which  the  coal  is  to  be  supplied, 
the  number  of  the  district  in  which  it  is 


located,  and  the  tonnage  involved  in  the 
transaction. 

(f )  The  name  of  the  customer  to  whom 
the  applicant  proposes  to  resell  the  coal, 
together  with  the  destination  of  the  coal, 
the  method  of  conveyance,  the  use  to 
which  it  is  to  be  put,  and  the  nature  of 
the  customer’s  business. 

(g)  The  proposed  purchase  price  of 
the  coal  and  the  proposed  resale  price  to 
the  customer,  both  f.  o.  b.  mine;  also 
amount  of  discount  to  be  allowed 
applicant. 

(h)  A  statement  as  to  whether  or  not 
the  applicant  for  a  limited  registration 
certificate  has  previously  sold  any  coal 
to  the  customer  named  in  the  application, 
and,  if  so,  the  details  of  such  sales  made 
during  the  years  1937  and  1938,  includ¬ 
ing  date  of  sale,  quantity  of  coal  involved 
and  period  of  delivery. 

(i)  A  statement  as  to  whether  or  not 
any  officer,  director,  stockholder  or  em¬ 
ployee  of  applicant  or  the  applicant,  him¬ 
self,  is  related  to  the  customer  or  any 
officer,  director,  stockholder  or  employee 
of  the  customer  ;  and  whether  or  not  any 
officer,  director,  stockholder  or  employee 
of  the  applicant  or  the  applicant,  him¬ 
self,  owns  any  stock  or  has  any  other  fi¬ 
nancial  interest  in  the  customer.  Con¬ 
versely,  a  statement  as  to  whether  the 
customer  or  any  of  its  officers,  directors, 
stockholders  or  employees  own  any 
stock  in  or  have  any  financial  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  business  of  the  applicant. 

(j)  A  statement  to  the  effect  that  on 
the  particular  transaction  covered  by  the 
application  the  applicant  will  observe  the 
minimum  prices,  the  Marketing  Rules 
and  Regulations,  the  provisions  relating 
to  the  “Unfair  Methods  of  Competition,” 
and  all  pertinent  orders  of  the  Coal  Com¬ 
mission,  then  in  effect. 

<k)  A  statement  that  applicant  will 
not  accept  any  distributor’s  discount  on 
transactions  wherein  no  service  of  value 
is  rendered  to  the  code  member  or  where 
the  transaction  is  entered  into  primarily 
for  the  purpose  of  enriching  the  distrib¬ 
utor,  and  when  except  for  the  incidence 
of  Section  4,  II  (h>  of  the  Act,  the  con¬ 
sumer  would  purchase  direct  from  a  code 
member  and  the  payment  of  a  distribu¬ 
tor’s  discount  on  such  transaction  would 
create  unfair  competition. 

Provided  further.  That  each  application 
for  a  limited  registration  certificate  shall 
be  properly  executed  and  verified: 

1.  On  behalf  of  a  corporation,  by  an 
officer  of  the  corporation  duly  author¬ 
ized  to  act. 

2.  On  behalf  of  a  partnership,  by  any 
partner. 

3.  On  behalf  of  an  individual,  by  the 
applicant  or  his  attorney,  duly  empow¬ 
ered  for  that  purpose. 

4.  In  the  case  of  any  other  form  of 
business  organization,  by  any  person 
duly  authorized  to  execute  an  applica¬ 
tion  on  behalf  of  applicant. 

All  such  applications  for  a  limited  reg¬ 
istration  certificate  shall  be  considered 


by  the  Coal  Commission  with  reasonable 
dispatch. 

Upon  a  determination  by  the  Coal 
Commission  (whether  from  the  applica¬ 
tion  or  after  hearing  held  for  such  pur¬ 
pose)  that  the  transaction  covered  by  the 
application  would  constitute  a  legitimate 
and  essential  service  to  the  code  member 
in  connection  with  the  bona  fide  distri¬ 
bution  of  his  coal  and  that  it  otherwise 
conforms  to  the  requirements  and  intent 
of  Section  4  II  (h)  of  the  Act,  as  well  as 
to  the  Marketing  Rules  and  Regulations 
and  to  the  applicable  orders  of  the  Coal 
Commission  at  that  time  in  effect,  the 
Coal  Commission  may  approve  such 
application  for  a  limited  registration 
certificate. 

In  the  event  that  such  application  is 
approved,  two  copies  of  the  certificate 
shall  be  returned  to  the  applicant,  who 
shall  transmit  one  copy  to  the  code  mem¬ 
ber  from  whom  the  coal  is  purchased, 
which  copy  shall  be  attached  by  such 
code  member  to  the  invoice  covering  the 
transaction  and  filed  with  the  Statistical 
Bureau  of  the  Coal  Commission  in  the 
district  wrherein  the  shipping  mine  is  lo¬ 
cated.  The  distributor  shall  file  with 
such  Statistical  Bureau  a  copy  of  the  in¬ 
voice  to  his  customer,  attaching  thereto 
the  original  of  the  limited  registration 
certificate.  Where  the  application  has 
been  denied,  one  copy  thereof  shall  be  re¬ 
tained  by  the  Coal  Commission  for  its 
file,  another  copy  shall  be  sent  to  the  ap¬ 
propriate  Statistical  Bureau  of  the  Coal 
Commission,  and  the  original  shall  be  re¬ 
turned  to  the  applicant. 

n.  Suspension  of  Limited  Registered 
Distributor: 

Where  a  distributor  who  reecives  a 
limited  registration  certificate  violates 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  or  regulations 
and  orders  of  the  Coal  Commission  or 
falsely  states  or  misrepresents  a  material 
fact  in  his  application  for  such  certificate, 
the  Coal  Commission  may,  after  hearing 
held  upon  reasonable  notice,  suspend  and 
bar  the  said  offending  distributor  from 
eligibility  to  apply  for  and  obtain  any 
such  certificate  enabling  him  to  receive 
discounts  from  code  members  for  such 
period  of  time  as  the  Coal  Commission, 
in  its  discretion,  may  deem  proper. 

Miscellaneous  Provisions  Affecting  All 
Distributors  and  “ Unfair  Methods  of 
Competition” 

I.  Miscellaneous  Provisions: 

1.  No  distributor’s  discount  shall  be 
accepted  by  a  distributor: 

(a)  On  coal  purchased  by  such  dis¬ 
tributor  for  retailing  by  him. 

(b)  On  coal  purchased  by  such  dis¬ 
tributor  who  is  primarily  engaged  in  the 
retailing  of  coal  for  resale  to  a  person 
for  retailing. 

(c)  On  coal  purchased  by  such  dis¬ 
tributor  for  resale  to  any  person  who 
owns  such  distributor  or  who  financially 
or  otherwise  controls  such  distributor: 
Provided,  however.  That  a  distributor’s 
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discount  may  nevertheless  be  allowed 
and  accepted  in  a  case  where  the  Coal 
Commission  has  determined  that  such 
ownership  or  control  is  bona  fide,  is  not 
established  primarily  to  secure  an  in¬ 
direct  price  reduction,  and  is  not  within 
the  prohibition  of  paragraphs  11  and  12 
of  Section  4,  Part  II  (i)  of  the  Act  as 
herein  set  forth  in  Section  II  of  this 
section, 

2.  Any  distributor’s  discount  received 
from  a  code  member  by  a  registered  dis¬ 
tributor  may  be  divided  among  registered 
distributors  entitled  to  receive  such 
discount. 

n.  “Unfair  Methods  of  Competition”: 

The  following  unfair  methods  of  com¬ 
petition,  set  forth  in  the  Act,  shall  apply 
to  distributors  and  violations  thereof  will 
subject  offenders  to  the  penalties  herein 
provided: 

1.  The  consignment  of  unordered  coal, 
or  the  forwarding  of  coal  which  has  not 
actually  been  sold,  consigned  to  the  pro¬ 
ducer  or  his  agent:  Provided,  however, 
That  coal  which  has  not  actually  been 
sold  may  be  forwarded,  consigned  to  the 
producer  or  his  agent  at  rail  or  track 
yards,  tidewater  ports,  river  ports,  or  lake 
ports,  or  docks  beyond  such  ports,  when 
for  application  to  any  of  the  following ! 
classes:  Bunker  coal,  coal  applicable 
against  existing  contracts,  coal  for  stor¬ 
age  (other  than  in  railroad  cars)  by  the 
producer  or  his  agent  in  rail  or  track 
yards  or  on  docks,  wharves,  or  other 
yards  for  resale  by  the  producer  or  his 
agent. 

2.  The  adjustment  of  claims  with  pur¬ 
chasers  of  coal  in  such  manner  as  to 
grant  secret  allowances,  secret  rebates,  or 
secret  concessions,  or  other  price  dis¬ 
crimination. 

3.  The  prepayment  of  freight  charges 
with  intent  to  or  having  the  effect  of 
granting  a  discriminatory  credit  allow¬ 
ance. 

4.  The  granting  in  any  form  of  adjust¬ 
ments,  allowances,  discounts,  credits,  or 
refunds  to  purchasers  or  sellers  of  coal, 
for  the  purposes  or  with  the  effect  of 
altering  retroactively  a  price  previously 
agreed  upon,  in  such  manner  as  to  create 
price  discrimination. 

5.  The  predating  or  postdating  of  any 
invoice  or  contract  for  the  purchase  or 
sale  of  coal,  except  to  conform  to  a  bona- 
fide  agreement  for  the  purchase  or  sale 
entered  into  on  the  predate. 

6.  The  payment  or  allowance  in  any 
form  or  by  any  device  of  rebates,  refunds, 
credits,  or  unearned  discounts,  or  the  ex¬ 
tension  to  certain  purchasers  of  services 
or  privileges  not  extended  to  all  pur¬ 
chasers  under  like  terms  and  conditions, 
or  under  similar  circumstances. 

7.  The  attempt  to  purchase  business,  or 
to  obtain  information  concerning  a  com¬ 
petitor’s  business  by  concession,  gifts,  or 
bribes. 

8-  The  intentional  misrepresentation 
°f  any  analysis  or  of  analyses,  or  of  sizes,

or  the  intentional  making,  causing,  or 
permitting  to  be  made,  or  publishing,  of 
any  false,  untrue,  misleading,  or  decep¬ 
tive  statement  by  way  of  advertising,  in¬ 
voicing,  or  otherwise  concerning  the  size, 
quality,  character,  nature,  preparation, 
or  origin  of  any  coal  bought,  sold,  or 
consigned. 

9.  The  unauthorized  use,  whether  in 
written  or  oral  form,  of  trade-marks, 
trade  names,  slogans,  or  advertising  mat¬ 
ter  already  adopted  by  a  competitor,  or 
any  deceptive  approximation  thereof.- 

10.  Inducing  or  attempting  to  induce, 
by  any  means  or  device  whatsoever,  a 
breach  of  contract  between  a  competitor 
and  his  customer  during  the  term  of  such 
contract. 

11.  Splitting  or  dividing  commissions, 
brokers’  fees,  or  brokerage  discounts,  or 
otherwise  in  any  manner  directly  or  in¬ 
directly  using  brokerage  commissions  or 
jobbers’  arrangements  or  sales  agencies 
for  making  discounts,  allowances,  or  re¬ 
bates,  or  prices  other  than  those  deter¬ 
mined  under  this  Act,  to  any  industrial 
consumer  or  to  any  retailers,  or  to  others, 
whether  of  a  like  or  different  class. 

12.  Selling  to,  or  through,  any  broker, 
jobber,  commission  account,  or  sales 
agency,  which  is  in  fact  or  in  effect  an  j 
agency  or  an  instrumentality  of  a  re-  j 
tailer  or  an  industrial  consumer  or  of  an 
organization  of  retailers  or  industrial 
consumers,  whereby  they  are  any  of  them 
secure  either  directly  or  indirectly  a  dis¬ 
count,  dividend,  allowance,  or  rebates,  or 
a  price  other  than  that  determined  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  this  Act. 

13.  Employing  any  person  or  appoint¬ 
ing  any  sales  agent,  at  a  compensation 
obviously  disproportionate  to  the  ordi¬ 
nary  value  of  the  service  or  services  ren¬ 
dered,  and  whose  employment  or  ap¬ 
pointment  is  made  with  the  primary 
intention  and  purpose  of  securing  pre¬ 
ferment  with  a  purchaser  or  purchasers 
of  coal. 

It  shall  not  be  an  unfair  method  of 
competition  or  a  violation  of  the  code 
or  any  requirement  of  this  Act  (1)  to 
sell  to  or  through  any  bona-fide  and  le¬ 
gitimate  farmers’  cooperative  organiza¬ 
tion  duly  organized  under  the  laws  of  any 
State,  Territory,  the  District  of  Columbia, 
or  the  United  States  whether  or  not  such 
organization  grants  rebates,  discounts, 
patronage  dividends,  or  other  similar 
benefits  to  its  members;  (2)  to  sell 
through  any  intervening  agency  any  dis¬ 
count,  commission,  rebate,  or  dividend 
ordinarily  paid  or  allowed,  or  permitted 
by  the  code  to  be  paid  or  allowed,  to 
other  purchasers  for  purchases  in  whole¬ 
sale  or  middleman  quantities.

item  6  shall  not  apply  in  any  county  in 
which  the  regional  director  determines 
that  the  planting  of  general  soil-deplet¬ 
ing  crops  was  substantially  completed 
prior  to  the  time  notices  of  total  soil- 
depleting  acreage  allotments  were  mailed 
or  made  available  to  farm  operators  in 
the  county. 

(a)  5  times  the  rate  of  payment  with 
respect  to  the  wheat  acreage  allotment 
if  a  payment  is  computed  for  the  farm 
under  Section  IV  with  respect  to  a  wheat 
acreage  allotment. 

(b)  5  times  the  rate  of  payment  with 
respect  to  general  soil-depleting  crops 
if  the  farm  is  a  class  A  farm  and  no 
payment  is  computed  for  the  farm  under 
Section  IV  with  respect  to  a  wheat  acre¬ 
age  allotment. 

(c)  $4.00  per  acre  if  the  farm  is  a 
class  B  farm  and  a  payment  is  computed 
for  the  farm  under  Section  IV  with  re¬ 
spect  to  a  cotton,  corn,  tobacco,  peanut, 
potato,  or  rice  acreage  allotment  but  no 
payment  is  computed  for  the  farm  under 
Section  IV  with  respect  to  a  wheat  acre¬ 
age  allotment.
